Study the analysis and avoid 
mixtures predominating in Timothy, Rye Grass and inert 
matter if a permanent lawn is to be expected. The seeds 
should be good to begin with, then thoroughly recleaned. 
They should be heavy and of good germination and 
vitality, then mixed in the correct proportion, without the 
addition of any other matter to make bulk, and purchased 
by the pound.

The essentials of a good lawn 
are well drained rich soil, thorough working of the ground 
to make it fine, mellow and smooth, then roll and fill in any 
depressions. Rake lightly and sow the seed by broadcasting 
one-half of the seed one way and the balance at right angles 
to insure even distribution and then roll again lightly. All 
lawns should be rolled thoroughly every Spring. Early 
Spring or Fall is the best time to seed so that the young 
plants will not be exposed to dry cold weather or hot Summer 
sunshine until the roots are well established. To renovate 
old lawns, rake thoroughly and sow one-half the amount of 
seed required for a new lawn and roll. Get seed in just before 
a rain if possible. Where clay soil becomes too hard or where 
soil is composed of sand and gravel, Peat Moss and organic 
fertilizers are recommended, and may be worked in to excel- 
lent advantage to provide humus.

Cultural Directions for Sowing Perennial and Biennial Flower Seeds 


Perennial seed may be sown outdoors from May until September. 

A good, finely sifted soil should be used, to which add some sand 
and granulated peat moss. It is absolutely necessary that a shaded 
location be selected, or if sown in a coldframe, lath coverings or sash 
covered with burlap should be used. The soil must be kept moist at 
all times, therefore we deem it advisable to sow in this manner. If 
the soil should become dry for only a short period, the seed would be 
destroyed. 


A common mistake in sowing flower seeds is covering too deeply; 
as a general rule cover only to a depth of the thickness of the seeds. 

Some seeds are of much slower germination than others, therefore 
it is wise not to be impatient. For instance, Hardy Primulas will often 
lie dormant in the ground for six months to a year; Columbines and 
other varieties of a like nature, two to three months. As soon as the 
plants are large enough to handle, they should be transplanted 
to the permanent location in the perennial border or nursery rows.

WINTER STORAGE 


After bulbs are cleaned and bases still wet, 
dust with 5% DDT or 5% Spergon and 
5% DDT Mixture, using a hand duster or 
paper bag.
